■Editorial Observation 
Uninvolvement 
Is Destructive

A child usually acquires his values from his elders, 
and when his elders mislead him, the results can be 
distressing. 
To courteract some of the adverse news he runs 
across in daily life, through personal contact and 
television, a parent must make super efforts to instill in 
that child the basics that will help him overcome 
outside influence. 
There are news reports that a W atergate incident 
may be brewing in the Boy Scout movement in one 
section of the country by padding the membership 
roster up to a required number of names to become 
eligible for subsistence. 
The morals in our country have reached a new low, 
but when the elements of moral decay reach into what 
was and may still be one of the finest programs for 
boys and girls then we are really in trouble. 
We are strong only so long as we can hold to the in- 
tergity that made this country great. When govern­ 
ment misconduct runs rampant, we begin to lose sight 
of ideals, and w hen dishonesty reaches into the fiber of 
a training program that is supposed to build decent 
Americans from our youth, we are really in trouble. 
The Boy Scouts of America has, in the past, been one 
of the finest training grounds available for young 
people It has involved dedicated people who have 
given their time and their energy to train and guide 
young Americans, and this incident does not reflect on 
them in any way. 
But somewhere at the top of the movement is a 
person (or persons) who apparently have cheated to 
reach a goal, and the Scout is sure to know. 
How' will he react? 
To protect an outstanding program which has offered 
so much to young boys and girls, the removal of that 
person (or persons) is vital 
The movement is a good program for our young 
people. There seems to be no doubt about that. Never 
have I met a Scout who was not well mennered, 
patriotic and well behaved. Dedicated Scouts become 
dedicated Americans. 
I hope* this is only a rumor and that the moral tones 
set forth in the code of the Boy Scout movement will 
remain intact. But should it be true, the program is still 
salvageable and should be protected. 
Today, we fail to screen a lot of people for a lot of jobs 
because it might infringe on their rights. But if the 
reports are true, the rights of all young Scouts have 
been violated. They have the right to clean leadership. 
Too often the problem is that few people care to be 
involved Program after program hunts for leadership 
from the rank and file of citizens in every city in the 
U S People are too busy and too self-centered to give of 
themselves, and organizations are often forced to 
accept whatever help is offered. 
Civic clubs search for new members, then beg for 
help in community projects. Usually IO out of 50 are 
willing to do the organizing, the leg work, the tiring- 
and sometimes tedious-routine duties needed. 
The voting polls reflect the apathy which grips us all. 
If we don’t involve ourselves, we must take the 
blame for whatever happens. Sitting around critizing 
after the dam age is done, does no good. 
We may all wake up someday and say, ‘ What 
happened?”

archaeologist

in Geology, but Archaeology 
has been his major hobby 
since 
boyhood. 
He 
has 
served 
^s 
Director 
of 
Archaeology at the Heard 
Museum and had a number 
of his paper published in 
scientific journals He also 
has accompanied his father 
on 
many 
of 
his 
a r ­ 
chaeological expeditions and 
been privy to all these iin- 
dings. Possibly the major 
“dig” is the Lewisville site 
now 
believed 
to 
be 
the 
potentially oldest 
site 
in 
North America. 
Archaeologists believe the 
Paleo Indians were the first 
to inhabit the Collin County 
area. Crook revealed. They 
w e r e 
N o r d i c - l o o k i n g 


Caucasians who wandered 
across the 
Bering 
Strait 
(land bridge) from Russia to 
Alaska and on down into 
North America It is thought 
they lived here 40.0(H) years 
ago. 
There were also camels in 
many 
ureas 
o* 
Moi th 
America, 
including 
North 
Texas, These animals were 
large-eight to nine feet tall 
at 
the shoulder, 
Crook 
pointed out. 
The weapon used by the 
Paleo to hunt is called an 
“atal-atal” (a crooked stick 
used to throw a five-inch 
dart'. This was the same 
weapon later used by the 
Aztec Indians. 
Most archaeological finds 
in this area have been tools 
and weapons, rather than 
bones, because of the acidity 
in the soil which has caused 
the older bone material to 
disintegrate, Crook con­ 
cluded.

Vegetables from home 
gardens taste

housing 
specialist 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Agriculture 
Departm ent’s 
extension service, in which 
the author writes: 
“ Used furniture can be a 
bargain if you choose 
it 
carefully.’’ 
Old. Not Antique 
Used furniture shouldn't 
be confused with antiques, 
which carry high pricetags. 
The woods are full of antique 
h u n ters com bing country 
back lanes for buys that will 
make their fortune—but the 
odds in that kind of treasure 
hunt are very much in favor 
of the professional antique 
dealers. 


In Miss Pifer s context old 
fu rn itu re 
is 
just 
that 
fu rn itu re th a t has been 
discarded because the owner 
died, had no further use for it 
or just plain got tired of 
looking at the stuff. 
The place to find it is at 
auctions, garage sales, used 
furniture stores and thrift 
shops. Thrift shops may fall 
into two categories—those 
with the name but not the 
game and those that offer 
real 
bargains. 
Best buys 
often are to be found at those 
run by the Salvation Army, 
Good Will or other charity. 
Some thrift shops are run 
cooperatively for the benefit 
of several worthy causes. 
One 
cau tio n —even 
at 
charity thrift shops you can 
end up paying more than you 
should because the pricing 
often is done by volunteers 
who themselves can only 
guess at what a piece should 
cost. 
Bulletin boards at the 
office, in church, etc., also 
are possible places to find 
out about old furniture sales. 
Will It Travel? 
It goes without saying that 
the m ore arts-a n d -c ra fts 
skills you have, the more and 
better quality repairs you 
can do yourself, the better 
bargains you'll find. It s no 
bargain, after all, to buy a 
chair cheap, then spend a 


fortune having it reglued, 
oth erw ise re p a ire d , and 
reupholstered. 
When you see something 
that catches your eye, don’t 
get too overwhelmed until 
y o u ’ve figured out 
how 
you’re going to get it home. 
Size also is an important 
consideration 
from 
a 
decorating viewpoint. Close 
your eyes and m entally 
move your 
intended 
pur­ 
chase into your living room. 
Will it fit? Will it either 
overwhelm or dwarf what 
you’ve already got? Unless 
you’re a period purist, don t 
worry about whether the 
furniture is Early American 
or Elderly Anonymous — 
mix-and-match

in

swankest homes. 
Next 
step 
is 
to 
check 
quality, and here are some 
suggestions 
from 
Miss 
Pifer: 
Bureau Advice 
Chests: “ ...take out one or 
two of the drawers and look 
at the inside corners of the 
chest frame. Wood corner 
posts are a sign of good 
quality. A good fram e will 
not give or creak when you 
push against it. 
“ Drawers should pull out 
smoothly and easily. Han­ 
dles should be smooth and 
easy to grasp. Drawer pulls 
should be fastened all the 


way through the front of the 
drawer. 


“ While 
you 
have 
the 
draw ers out, see if the sides 
and bottoms are in good 
condition. 
The 
ce n te r 
guide—the wood strip going 
from front to back along the 
underside of a draw er 
adds to the strength of the 
chest and helps keep the 
drawer from jam m ing.” 


Tables, chairs and sofas: 
“ Look carefully at the legs of 
furniture, especially if they 
are small. Tables should be 
rigid 
and 
well 
balanced. 
Turn small tables and chairs 
upside down to see how the 
legs are attached. Wrood or 
metal braces where the legs 
are fastened on make the 
furniture stronger. Rungs or 
stretchers also help support 
table and chair legs.” 


WTien it comes to chairs 
and sofas. Miss Pifer advises 
the first step is to sit in them 
to check com fort. 
Turn 
upholstered 
furniture 
bot­ 
tom side up to be sure the 
springs and frame are in 
good shape. Springs should 
be 
evenly 
spaced. 
Don’t 
worry too much about the 
cushions 
(they 
can 
be 
replaced), but 
check 
the 
back because if it’s lumpy 
and uneven you’ll have a 
major repair job ahead.
